AMUAL  REPORT  OF  OHE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF 
HEALffi  FOR  THE  YEAR  1972. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Evesham  Rural  District  Council. 


Idr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the 
annual  report  of  the  state  of  the  Public  Health  in  the  .Rural  District  of 
Evesham  for  the  year  1972  and  the  work  carried  out  by  your  Health  Department. 

The  statistics  indicate  a generally  satis- 
factory state  of  health  in  the  District  during  the  year  under  review.  There 
?/ere  only  4 infant  deaths,  all  under  A weeks  of  age.  There  were  only  3 
deaths  in  the  age  group  1-24  years,  due  to  leukaemia,  asthma  and  a motor 
vehicle  accident. 


The  birth  rate  was  substantially  lov/er  than 
in  the  previous  year  (14.8  live  births  per  1,000  population  in  1972  as 
compared  with  17.4  in  197l).  The  reason  for  this  is  a matter  for  speculation, 
but  it  follows  a national  trend.

Relaxation  classes  and  health  education  discussions 
were  held  at  Evesham  Clinic  weekly  on  Thursday  afternoons  throughout  the  year. 
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(c)  School  Health  Services. 


The  County  Council  continued  to  provide  an  extensive  school  health 
service  throughout  the  district.  Regular  medical  inspections  of  school 
children  were  carried  out  and  special  clinics  e.g. , orthopaedic,  dental, 
audiometric,  speech  therapy,  child  guidance  clinics,  etc.,  were  available 
for  the  reference  of  children  where  more  detailed  investigation  or  treatment 
was  required. 

As  in  previous  years,  special  attention  was  given  to  handicapped 
children  in  helping  them  to  overcome  their  difficulties  and  providing  them 
with  education  suited  to  their  needs. 

( d ) Laboratory  facilities. 

The  County  Council  provided  a laboratory  for  the  chemical  analysis  of 
water,  milk,  etc.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  provided  at  the 
Royal  Infirmary,  V/orcester,  facilities  for  the  bacteriological  examination 
of  water,  milk  and  specimens  in  connection  v/ith  the  diagnosis  and  prevention 
of  spread  of  infectious  disease.

There  are  no  Public  Swimming  Baths  in  the  district,  but  the 
one  under  private  ownership  at  Leedons  Camp,  Broadway,  is  open  to 
the  public.  The  Council,  in  pursuance  of  their  powers  under 
Section  233,  of  Ihe  Public  Health  Act,  193^,  have  made  Byelav/s  for 
the  control  of  swimming  baths  which  do  not  come  under  their 
management. 


Rainfall  gaugings  figures  are  supplied  monthly  to  the  Council 
from  Evesham.  In  order  to  increase  the  information  on  rainfall 
in  the  district  to  assist  in  the  design  and  operation  of  sewage 
works,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  installed  rain  gauges  at 
Blackminster  and  Inkberrow%  and  the  figures  from  1970  are  given  below.

4.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 
Refuse  Collection. 


Refuse  collection  and  disposal  was  carried  out  throughout  the 
district  under  the  direction  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  A 
collection  was  carried  out,  so  far  as  practicable,  once  a week,  and 
disposed  of  by  tipping  at  the  following  sites:-  * 

Beckford,  Radford  and  Honeybourne, 

3 refuse  vehicles  were  in  regular  use  during  the  year. 
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supply  of  water  in  the  parishes  is  as  follows: 
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Where  there  are  no  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  facilities 
within  the  district,  cesspools  are  emptied  once  per  month,  on  demand, 
free  of  charge.  Additional  emptyings  are  charged  for  at  a rate  of 
£3.
